1 book should prove immensely 
popular at the present time, contain- 
ing, as it does, every major speech made 
by Mr. Churchill between May, 1938, and 

ovember, 1940. 

It begins at that period of time when 
Mr. Churchill was campaigning for a 
rapid and extensive rearmament and a 
foreign policy supporting the League 
Covenant. : : 

In this book one can follow the events 
of the whole world for that period; 
Munich, the outbreak of war, the invasion 
of the Lowlands, the capitulation of 
France, the Blitzkrieg, the invasion of 
Greece. 


Mr. Churchill never wavered from his 
course. In 1938 he said: 

When I think. of the fair hopes of a 
long peace which still lay before Europe 
at the beginning of 1 when Herr 
Hitler first obtained power, and of all 
the opportunities of arresting the growth 
of the Nazi power which have been 
thrown away, when I think of the im- 
mense combinations and resources which 
have been neglected or squandered, I 
cannot believe that a parallel exists in 
the whole course of history.

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New Novels 
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The Ox-Bow Incident. By Walter Van 
Tilburg Clark. London: Gollancz. 7/6 net. 


This novel first was published in the United 
States a few months ago, and in that country 
it was highly praised by critics and reviewers, 

The incident at Ox-Bow was a lynching, 
and the story is concerned with the gathering 
of the lynching party, the journey to the 
mountain valley, where the supposed cattle 
rustlers are camped, the lynching itself and 
the reactions immediately afterwards of the 
men who took part. 

The plot is so simple that there would not 
appear to be the substance for a full-sized 
novel in it. Yet Mr, Clark has made such 
excellent use of it that every page of his 
novel—excepting four or five that do not 
“get” anywhere in the last dozen—is full of 
enjoyable reading. 

He has a style that is peculiarly American, 
and yet not terribly slangy.“ He uses 
phrases as adjectives in a way no orthodox 
grammarian could approve; but he does it so 
easily and the result gives so clear a picture 
of the person to which the adjectival phrases 
are applied that the device is rendered valid 
and legitimate. There is nothing wrong with 
the writing. 

As a story-teller also, Mr. Clark is 
excellent. He starts with the cowboys riding 
into town after a lonely winter on the range, 
intending to do nothing but drink and have 
a good time, and the events that follow are 
told with an attractive naturalness, and yet 
with a forcefulness due to the way he uses 
his words.

The Vexed Balkans 


The Balkan peninsula continues to live 
up to its Ruritarian reputation, and every 
day bring» its crop of new “‘ sensations” 
from that turbulent part of the world. 
For a week now German troops have been 
pouring across the Danube into Bulgaria. 
Nobody seems to know how many divisions 
have set foot upon Bulgarian soil; but it 
is evident that substantial forces have 
been transported from Rumania, and that 
Bulgaria at the moment is wholly in 
German hands. Field-Marshal Liszt, the 
German general who was mainly respon- 
sible for the success of the Blitzkrieg 
methods, first in Poland, and afterwards 
in the Low Countries, has established 
his headquarters in Sofia. He was 
reported yesterday to have been received 
by King Boris; and there seems to be 
small doubt that he and his staff officers 
are planning an important campaign. 
According to neutral observers’ who are 
watching the military situation in 
Bulgaria, the Germans may open their 
offensive against Eastern Macedonia and 
Thrace within the next forty-eight hours ; 
but officials of the Wilhelmstrasse declared 
yesterday that some time must elapse 
before the German troops in Bulgaria will 
have taken up their positions for 
securing peace in the Balkans and begin- 
ning war measures against Greece.’’ In 
the opinion of these spokesmen, the Greeks 
are the last peace-disturbing factor in 
the Balkans. They committed the sin unto 
death when they decided to resist Italy’s 
sudden attack on their national inde- 
pendence; and their crime was even more 
heinous when they actually drove the 
invaders out of their country. Now, it 
seems, the Greeks must pay for their 
rashness. The Italians have been unable 
to punish them. On the contrary, in spite 
of the heavy odds against them, the 
Greeks have put up a remarkable fight 
against their assailants, thereby gaining 
the admiration of the world, as the Finns 
gained it more than twelve months ago, 
when they stood up for several months 
against the might of Soviet Russia. Now 
this “ peace-disturbing factor must be 
eliminated. Whether or not Herr Hitler 
will insist that Signor Mussolini must 
have a technical victory against the 
Grecks remains to be secn. It is suggested 
that the Government of Yugoslavia has 
been invited to act as a mediator between 
Rome and Athens; but the Greeks 
hitherto have shown an obstinate -refusu] 
to admit that they have been conquered, 
and seem to take the not unnatural view 
that, if there must be peace, it will be on 
their terms, rather than on terms dictated 
by the retreating Italians. Of course, the 
arrival of Field-Marshal Liszt and his 
Blitztruppen in Bulgaria has created a 
totally new situation. The Greek High 
Command realises now that it is threatened 
by the German army in the rear, and that, 
if Yugoslavia should join the Axis 
group, Greece’s isolation would be com- 
plete. On the other hand, public opinion 
in Athens seems to be whole-heartedly in 
favour of a fight to a finish. The Greek 
army’s successes, against an enemy vastly 
fired the whole nation with enthusiasm.

No sooner had Mr. Anthony 
Eden and General Sir John Dill left 
Ankara last week than a special courier 
arrived by air from Berlin, bringing with 
him a message from Herr Hitler to the 
Turkish President, and Herr Franz von 
Papen, the German Ambassador, has been 
unusually active during the last few days. 
According to British sources, Mr. Eden’s 
visit to Turkey was completely successful. 
The Turkish Government has reaffirmed 
its loyalty to the alliance with Great 
Britain and Greece; and, if Turkish 
territory should be attacked, the Turkish 
Army will fight. The position in regard 
to Yugoslavia is more obscure. Since the 
collapse of France, who was the guarantor 
of Yugoslav independence, the Government 
in Belgrade has been striving desperately 
to maintain complete neutrality. Serbs, 
Croats and Slovene» may not be entirely 
united ‘among themselves; but they are 
completely at one in their antipathy 
against the Italians, and they are. almost 
equally distrustful of the Germans. On 
the other hand, their strategic position is 
such that they are peculiarly susceptible 
to pressure from the North as well as from 
They are virtually isolated in 
the Balkans, and their position at the 
moment is most unenviable. Reports from 
German sources confirm the rumour that 
Prince Paul, the Yugoslav Regent, paid 
a visit last Monday to Herr Hitler in 
Berchtesgaden ; but the outside world has 
been given no clue as to what happened 
at the interview. Irresponsible com- 
mentators have declared that Prince Paul 
was invited by the Fuehrer to act as 
mediator between Italy and Greece, and 
that he was authorised to offer peace to 
the Greeks on condition that they should 
cede to Germany bases at Salonika and 
Patras for the duration.” It also has 
been suggested that, if the Yugoslavs are 
unwilling to join the “ Axis” group, 
they may make a separate declaration of 
friendship with Germany and Italy, with 
special reservations regarding their 
attitude towards Soviet Russia. It must 
be remembered that the Yugoslavs, above 
everything else, are Slavs. This fact has 
coloured their whole history, and is as 
potent a factor to-day as ever it was.

Facing Factz 


The Government, and particularly the 
Minister for Supplies, have been asked 
many times during the last few months to 
be frank upon the subject of the country’s 
supplies. There was no doubt that 
certain shortages did exist, but the actual 
degree of shortage either was concealed 
from the public—as in the case of petrol— 
or was hinted only in the vaguest terms. 
Mr. Lemass decided to be frank when 
addressing a Fianna Fail meeting in 
Dublin last night, and the situation, 
we regret to say, would appear to 
be as discomforting as even the 
worst of the pessimists have painted 
it. Still, it is better that people 
should know what trials they must expect 
than that they should be left unwarned 
and be taken unawares. Mr. Lemass says: 
“We are now facing an economic crisis 
of the first magnitude,” and that the war 
will mean for us “a period of great hard- 
ship and economic strain, in which 
the maintenance of employment-giving 
activities in industry and commerce, and 
the protection of the standard of living of 
our people, can be accomplished only with 
very great difficulty, if at all. The 
avoidance of disaster will only be accom- 
plished through a stupendous effort on the 
part of our whole people. He gives warn- 
ing that there will be considerable diffi- 
culty to make available supplies of wheat 
and other cereals last out until after the 
harvest, and the consumption of bread, 
therefore, must be reduced immediately. 
Housewives are told: “Don't throw away 
heels or crusts—you may be glad to have 
them yet. As regards petrol, the 
prospects in next month of even the 
present restricted allowances are not 
hopeful, and there may be even protracted 
periods ahead during which no petrol at 
all will be available. This certainly is no 
mincing of words. People now know 
something of what they. may have to bear 
before this war is over, and it is to the 
Government. that they look for a remedy 
for their troubles, for some solution to 
these grimly besetting problems. As Mr. 
Lemass remarked, a whole situation may 
change overnight, and the Government, 
while making plans against every con- 
ceivable emergency in the light of existing 
circumstances, cannot do much more than 
concentrate the entire national effort into 
the production of food and such other 
essential commodities as our own resources 
can be made to yield. 

Despite the shock which much of his 
news will have contained, the Minister has 
done wisely to tell the people just where 
and how they stand.

My Lady Nicotine 


Smokers have not been asked to cut 
down their consumption of tobacco, but 
the Order which reduces by 20 per cent. 
the amount which traders and manu- 
facturers in Eire may remove ftom bond 
in the next twelve months presumably will 
have the effect of reducing the quantity 
of tobacco available for the devotee of 
pipe and cigarette. There is no question, 
apparently, of rationing the tobacconists’ 
customers; but it is hoped that no 
restriction by taxation is in view. In 
times of crisis, of danger, exhaustion, 
hunger and sorrow, the majority of men 
find their greatest solace in tobacco. 
Alcohol may offer a haven of forgetful- 
ness; it may, like a potent drug, twist 
one’s thoughts from the serious burden of 
the moment to some fanciful freak, and 
in that way afford relief and relaxation; 
but from the effects of the liquor there is 
an awakening to a realisation, that may 
possibly be gloomier than before, of the 
troubles from which an escape was sought. 
Tobacco, on the other hand, is not a drug, 
provided that it is consumed in moderate 
quantities. It is an aid to calm reflection. 
It soothes the nerves and halts the 
tendency to panic. A famous novelist, 
in his measurement of ideas to pages 
and pages to chapters and chapters 
to books, started the table with 
“seven pipes, one idea.” Smoking may 
be only a habit, but it is a habit that, 
for all that may be said in its disfavour, 
offers a great deal of compensation to its 
moderate adterent. Even immoderate 


to it. Chancellors of the Exchequer and 
Ministers for Finance, knowing how use- 
fully tobacco keeps a people in the right 
reflective mood in times of emergency, 
might be expected, in a completely logical 
scheme of things, to encourage smoking. 
Yet, as a result of taxation, the cigarettes 
that were ten for threepence in 1914 are 
now 130 per cent. dearer on this side f 
the border anc 200 per cent; dearer on the 
northern side, while the price of pipe 
tobacco has increased as notably. The 
Ministers responsible for taxation may 
take the view that smokers are a calm 
and sensible body of men, who can be 
depended upon to pay cheerfully, no 
matter how high the price; but if it is 
true that the calmness and cheerfulness 
depend upon the smoking, these men 
might become imbued with entirely 
different characteristics should they no 
longer be able to afford their pipes and 
cigarettes. Seven pipes may have pro- 
duced excellent commercial ideas for 
Barrie; no pipes at all for those who are 
used to them might produce some very 
bad ideas. We want to avoid that sort 
of thing.

Atlantic Air Patrols 


There is every prospect of a consider- 
able increase in aerial activity over the 
Atlantic in the near future. Germany 
has been paying special attention to tho 
roduction of the new  four-enginced 

mbers of the Condor type, which hare 
been specially adapted for long-distanca 
raids on shipping. Counter measures ars 
being taken by the Royal Air Force, and 
patrols over Atlantic shipping routes ara 
being carried out on a larger scale. Among 
the aircraft employed for this purpose 1s 
the new short Stirling which is an im. 
provement upon the flying boats of the 
Empire type, such as the Cambria, Clare 
and Clyde, which carried out trans- 
Atlantic flights betwéen Foynes and Bot- 
wood. Atlantic patrol work has been 
restricted so far owing to the limited 3 
number of suitable aircraít available; but 
the recent increase in production has 
enabled longer distances to be covered and 
more patrols to be undertaken. 


Civil Service Bonuses i 


The new bonuses for certain grades of 
the British Civil Service, announced to- 
day, are the result of prolonged negotia- 
tions which, having failed to produce an 
agreement. were referred to arbitration. 
Men and women of twenty-one or over 
earning up to £250 a year. are to have a 
cost-of-living bonus of ten shillings a week 
in the case of men and seven shillings and 
Sixpence a week in the case of women. 
Men earning between £250 and £350 are 
to have a bonus of five shillings a week, 
and women between £250 and £350 are to 
have four shillings a week, while boys and 
girls under twenty-one also benefit. It 
appears that roughly the new figures mean 
an improvement of five shillings a week 
for men and half-a-crown for women. 


New Appeal Board 


Under the Essential Work (General 
Provisions) Order, the Minister of Labour 
is empowered to schedule a list of factories 
from which no worker may leave or be 
dismissed without permission having been 
obtained from the authorities, and the 
provisions of this Order are now to be 
enforeed. For this purpose a new kind 
of tribunal is to be constituted, which will 
be representative of employers and the 
trade unions, with an independent chair- 
man. The tribunal will have the power 
of deciding whether a firm may dismiss 
an employé, or, in other cases, whether 
the worker may be allowed to resign or to 
transfer from one factory to another, or to 
leave the industry for another description 
of employment. The tribunal will be 
an Appeal Board, and its decision mav be 5 
requested by employers or workers where A 
they have failed to agree as to the merits 
of any particular case. 


Building Industry Inquiry

ing industry is being held in order to iD 
ascertain the number of men required to 
carry out essential operations in con- 
nection with the construction of new war 
factories and the repair of structures 
damaged by air attack which can be saved 
Already many men have been release:

Tne herd has taken him a number 
of years. to build up, and it will now be 
slaughtered. The period which must elapse 
before re-stocking the premises will be 
allowed may be up to six months. . 


MEAT DISTRIBUTION 
Dublin victuallers yesterday continued to 
maintain that there were serious discrepancies 
in the method by which meat was being 
allocated to them. One member of the trade 
told an /rish Times reporter that he knew 
of two cases—one in which a man normall 
using five sheep in the week was supplied wit 
four, and in the other case a man using 
sheep in the week also got four.

DELIVERIES MAY BE 


AFFECTED 


127 day's delay of the Aid to Britain 
will affect the deliveries of war materials to 
the democracies a little later on, declared 
President Roosevelt to-day. 

Asked whether the present delay was hav- 
ing a serious effect, President Roosevelt at 
first replied that he had better not answer. 
He then added that reporters were aware 
that he had stated ever since the legislation 
was sent to Congress r the present 
time, February, or early March, did not affect 
immediate aid to the democracies, but that 
it would affect deliveries a little later. 

Referring to war materials, President 
Roosevelt declared that the United 
States had plenty of tin at present, but that 
insufficient nickel was coming in to supply 
army, navy and civilian requirements. 


CONVOYING BY U.S. FORCES 
The Senate to-day rejected, by 62 to 28 
votes, an amendment to the bill forbidding 
the convoying by American armed forces of 
war materials shipped from the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Tho Senate later rejected, by 56 to 35 votes, 
an amendment by Senator Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia, to prohibit the use of future appropria- 
tions for the maintenance of military forces 
outside the Western Hemisphere, or in combat 
areas fixed by President Roosevelt. 

The rejection of these two amendments is 
5 step towards the passage of the 
ill. 

Immediately following the rejection of the 
second amendment, Senator Barkley forecast 
that the bill would be passed by the Senate 
to-morrow night. 

Senator Nye (Opposition), however, main- 
tained that a final vote was impossible before 
next week. 

Senator Barkley told reporters that he 
would seek another session to-morrow night, 
in addition to to-night’s, in order to obtain 
the bill's passage. 

The Senate later rejected, by 58 votes to 
38, Senator Taft's amendment banning the use 
of United States armed forces outside the 
Western Hemisphere. 5 


FOURTH VICTORY 
Working at increased speed the Senate re- 
jected, by 52 votes to 39, a fourth amend- 
ment, proposed by Senator Norris, and also 
designed to prevent the use of U.S. armed 
forces outside the Western Hemisphere. 
Four victories within a few hours raised 
the hope of administration supporters, who 
regard the ballots as a test of strength, and 
see victory for the bill in sight.

Some towns were 
machine-gunned, and a number of bombs were 
dropped, but reports of casualties were few. 

A Dornier bomber was shot down into the 
sea by machin-gun fire off the coast at 
Gorleston, Norfolk, in the morning, when 
the plane flew in from the sea, at an altitude 
of about 800 feet. Two of the crew were 
rescued by motor launch. 

There was a short morning alert in 
London, when a raider approached through 
the clouds, but no bombs were dropped.

The Government members of the Bulgarian 
Sobranje met the Premier, M. Filoff, and 
most of the Ministers in Sofia yesterday 
afternoon.

Yugoslavia’s three Opposition parties yes- 
terday demanded that the Government 
pursue a firm policy in the face of possible 
Axis demands, says a message from Belgrade 
last night, In a joint meeting they adopted 
resolutions calling for a clear and energetic 
attitude.”

Zivkovic, the former dictator. 

The German Radio, quoting the Budapest 
newspaper, Uh Magyarsag, said that some 
time ago President Roosevelt sent a letter 
to the Yugoslav Minister in Washington 
expressing the opinion that the United States 
Goverriment was making an effort to make 
impossible the achievement of the new order 
in Europe intended by the Axis. In this 
letter, the announcer said, President 
Roosevelt attempted to make suggestion to 
the Yugoslav Government as to the policy 


to pursue. 
TIME LAG 


A Basle message says that it will be some 
time before the German troops in Bulgaria 
have taken up positions “ for securing peace 
in the Balkans and beginning war measures 
against Greece,” according to Wilhelmstrasse 
officials, quoted by the Basler Nachrichten 
“When, where and how this last peace, 
disturbing factor will be reduced is for 
Germany to decide,” they declared. 

The paper’s Berlin correspondent says that 
the Wil elmstrasse considers that “Mr.

R. A. F. RAID ON DUTCH
